New hospital proposed for south Niagara

WELLAND — A new acute care 
hospital could be built in south 
Niagara if the recommendations of 
the Niagara Health System's pro- 
vincially-appointed supervisor are 
approved this summer. 

“In addition to the St. Catharines 
site currently under construc¬ 
tion, the NHS should construct 
a new general acute care hospi¬ 
tal in south Niagara,” said Kevin 
Smith, who has spent the past 
eight months developing plans 
for the future of most of Niagara’s 
hospitals. 

A new free-standing urgent care 
centre should be built in south 
Niagara as well to meet the needs 
of patients experiencing minor 
emergencies. Building those new 
facilities, however, would mean 
the closure of existing hospitals in 
Port Colborne, Fort Erie, Niagara 
Falls and Welland. 

Smith will leave it up to south 
Niagara’s mayors and Niagara 


Region's chairman to decide on a 
location for those facilities, taking 
into consideration the population 
density and access. 

“I know it won't be an easy task, 
but I believe that their interest in 
health care will provide us with 
some options that I hope will be 
unanimous,” he said. 

Despite the challenges, he felt 
it was prudent to give local politi¬ 
cal leaders “the first kick at the 
can” when it comes to locating the 
facilities. 

“They live here, I don’t,” he 
explained. 

If the mayors don’t provide a 
recommended site, Smith said the 
NHS is well-prepared with popula¬ 
tion density, travel, distance and 
clinical data that would allow the 
NHS to present options. 

“The mayors have been both 
complimentors and critics of the 
NHS legitimately, and I'd like to 
see the Niagara Region as united 
on this issue as possible."

$1.1B to renovate exisiting hospitals: Smith

Although he estimated the 
cost of building the new hos¬ 
pital at about $850 million, 
Smith said the NHS will need 
to spend about $1.1 billion to 
renovate the existing hospitals. 
Meanwhile, the NHS would 
save as much as $10-million a 
year as a result of the consoli¬ 
dation of services. 

Smith publicly-released his 
51-page interim report con¬ 
taining draft recommenda¬ 
tions for changes to Niagara 
hospitals during meetings held 
Thursday at Welland hospital’s 
auditorium with hospital staff, 
Niagara political leaders and 
media. It was the culmination 
of meetings with NHS staff 
ranging from housekeepers to 
physicians, Niagara's political 
leaders, community represen¬ 
tatives and more than 1,000 
e-mails he’s received from 
Niagara residents. 

Smith is recommending 
the closure of the Niagara-on- 
the- Lake hospital as well. The 


nurse practitioner-led walk in 
clinic and family health pro¬ 
grams currently at that hospital 
would be relocated “to a suit¬ 
able location within N-O-T-L 
with a much lower operating 
cost than the existing build¬ 
ing," Smith said. Patients in 
complex continuing care beds 
at the existing N-O-T-L hospi¬ 
tal would be relocated to other 
hospitals, he added. 

But implementing the 
changes he’s proposing won’t 
be accomplished quickly. 

“It’s important to note that 
should the minister accept 
these recommendations, it’s 
obviously a multi-year project 
— a minimum of six years I 
believe,” Smith said. 

By mid-June, Smith will pres¬ 
ent a final report to the Ministry 
of Health for consideration. But 
first, his report will be open to 
public consultation, including 
a formal polling process. 

“More than 1,000 Niagarans 
will be contacted by a profes¬ 
sional polling agency to react 


to the big picture recommen¬ 
dations — which is clearly the 
building of a southern site and 
the closure of the alternative

The data from that poll will 
help inform the minister from 
a regional perspective, he said, 
adding people are also wel¬ 
come to share their thoughts 
about the draft report by 
e-mailing him at nhssupervi- 
sor@gmail.com.

Until a south Niagara new 
hospital is built, Smith said 
most acute care services at 
Welland and Niagara Falls 
hospitals will be maintained — 
although pediatrics and obstet¬ 
rics services currently provided 
in Welland and Niagara Falls 
will be temporarily moved 
to St. Catharines. Once the 
new south Niagara hospital is 
built, Smith is recommending 
moving all obstetrics and pedi¬ 
atrics services to the new south 
Niagara hospital — including 
services currently being offered 
in St Catharines. 

He said moving all pediat¬ 
rics services to the new south 
Niagara hospital will allow 
the hospital currently nearing 
completion in St. Catharines 
to focus on cancer and cardiac 

“Over the coming five to six 
year period, I’m convinced and 


I believe the data supports this, 
the demand for cancer and 
cardiac will see that site chal¬ 
lenged,” he said. “I believe this 
is the right solution in terms 
of accommodating growth 
for cancer and cardiac while 
also ensuring continuity and 
integration for obstetrics and 
pediatrics.” 

As a result of anticipated 
concerns regarding consoli¬ 
dated obstetrics services, he’s 
recommending the Local 
Health Integration Network 
explore the potential of estab¬ 
lishing a low risk birthing 
centre in the region. 

In-patient mental health ser¬ 
vices in Welland and Niagara 
Falls will be consolidated in 
the new St. Catharines hospi¬ 
tal as well, although they will 
continued to be offered there 
following the construction of a 
new south Niagara hospital. 

The NHS, however, will work 
towards addressing transpor¬ 
tation needs for those patients, 
he added. 


“While we don’t have the 
solution to the vexing chal¬ 
lenge of transportation in 
Niagara, we should address 
two particularly vulnerable 
groups — those are the frail 
and elderly and their families, 
and the chronically, seriously 
mentally ill.” 

He said the NHS will work 
with volunteer organization 
and agencies to make trans¬ 
portation arrangements par¬ 
ticularly for seniors who are 
economically disadvantaged, 
or the families of mental health 
consumers who can’t afford to 
pay for transportation. 

In addition to facilities and 
services, Smith's report also 
focuses on NHS governance. 

A new NHS board of trust¬ 
ees will also be formed, based 
on the recommendations of a 
community-based nominat¬ 
ing committee comprised of 
a handful of Niagara residents 
who are “above reproach,” 
and considered “outstanding

Mayors tasked with determining location for a new hospital

WELLAND - Let the dis¬ 
cussions begin. 

Collaboration will be key 
moving forward as south 
Niagara’s mayors come 
together to determine the 
ideal location for a new hos¬ 
pital in the region’s southern 


Kevin Smith, the provin- 
cially-a ppointed Niagara 
Health System supervi¬ 
sor, released his interim 
report last week containing 
draft recommendations for 
changes to Niagara hospitals. 

Included was the key rec¬ 
ommendation to build a new 
hospital, as well as an urgent 
care centre, in south Niagara, 
and to have leaders of the 


region’s southern munici¬ 
palities decide where it 
should be built. The location 
recommendation is expected 
to be included in Smith’s 
final report to the minister of 
health at the end of June. 

"I know that there have 
been significant issues of 
trust around the NHS the 
past few years, and that's why 
I appointed Dr. Kevin Smith 



trust. Few things are more 
important than ensuring that 
community members have 
confidence in their hospital," 
she said. 

Smith has provided a 
"very comprehensive set of 
recommendations based on 
the consultation process," 
said Welland Mayor Barry 
Sharpe, who was pleased 
the consultation process 


will continue in the coming 

“The timelines are pretty 
tight on this,” Sharpe said, 
eager to sit down and speak 
with councillors about the 
recommendations. The 
report will be sent to the 
city’s health care committee 
for discussion.

B.C. Premier Christy Clark got the question last week and 
replied: “There was a lot of that going on when I was in high 
school and I didn’t avoid it altogether.” In political-speak that

“Our medical staff here will be meet¬ 
ing and sending (Smith) a response.” 

But he's very concerned about the 

“I don’t think it’s going to work,” he 
said.

Dr. S.M. Rau, a semi-retired pedia¬ 
trician in Welland, said he too doubts 
that pediatrics services will ever return 
to south Niagara if it’s removed. 

By the time a new hospital is built, 
Rau said, “I'm sure everyone will have 
forgotten” about the initial recom¬ 
mendation to relocate pediatrics and 
obstetrics to the south Niagara facility. 

Willard said there are a few other 
issues he hopes to address through 
future meetings with Smith, such as 
ensuring medical staff have input into 
hospital administration.

Lawyer to challenge firearms storage regulations

WELLAND — It was expected 
to be the third and final day of Ian 
Thomson’s trial. 

Before the case was adjourned on 
March 31, closing arguments had 
already begun. 

But when court reconvened last 
week, it became apparent Thomson 
— on trial for two careless storage of 
firearms charges — was still months 
away from learning his fate. 

Thomson's trial stems from an 
August 2010 incident, when his Port 
Colbome home was firebombed by 
four assailants launching Molotov 
cocktails and uttering death threats. 

Thomson, who was inside the 
home at the time of the attack, has 
previously admitted to firing three 
shots to ward off the attackers. 

It’s not use of the gun that is at 
issue, however, but rather the storage 
of Thomson’s firearms and ammu¬ 
nition that has been called into 
question. 

During his closing argument 
on March 31, Crown attorney Bob 
Mahler cited case law and a section of 
the Criminal Code of Canada regard¬ 
ing the availability of ammumUon in 
relation to firearms. 

Thomson’s lawyer Edward Burlew 
did not have the information at hand 
to defend against Mahler’s position, 
and the case was adjourned to May 2. 

On Wednesday, the courtroom was 
informed Burlew filed an applica¬ 
tion to challenge the firearms storage 
regulations. 

Mahler said he expected only “an 
hour or two” would be needed to 
complete the matter 

But with the notice of application 
coming forward with intentions to 
“have die regulation struck down," 
Mahler said more time would be 
needed for the Crown to provide 
proper response. 

The date of October 25, and ten¬ 
tatively Jan. 3 and Jan. 4 have been 
booked for the case to proceed. 

Once the Crown has time to pre¬ 
pare its responding material, it will be 
in a better position to assess the time- 


frame needed for the case moving for¬ 
ward, Mahler told Judge Tory Colvin. 

The federal Department of Justice 
is now involved in the matter and 
will be providing assistance with the 
responding material, Mahler added. 

Outside of the courtroom, Burlew 
said an application has been filed to 
"challenge the validity of the storage 
requirements for firearms.” 

It has been filed “based on the fact 
(the regulations) are vague and hard 
to understand,” he said, adding they 
"unnecessarily impede a person’s 
right to security of person.” 

Notice of application was given to 
both the provin¬ 
cial Office of the 
Attorney General 
and the federal 
Department of 

Both offices, 
Burlew said, have 
“decided to assist 
the local Crown 
here in supporting 
the regulation and 
in prosecuting Mr. 

Thomson.” 

The Chief Firearms Office, he 
added, will also participate in the 
prosecution. 

“This is quite a serious develop¬ 
ment," Burlew said, "and the Crown 
is not intending, I’m told, to withdraw 
any of the charges.” 

The case will be before the courts 
on July 17 to be spoken to, but pre¬ 
sentation of evidence will begin on 
the Oct 25 court date. 

“It’s a trial within a trial, a voir dire,” 
Burlew said. 

The Thornhill lawyer said it’s still 
unknown whether the Department 
of Justice will send a federal lawyer 
or lawyers to argue the case on its 
behalf. 

“This to me is a tremendous sur¬ 
prise,” he said of the department’s 
involvement. 

If the regulation remains as is, it 
will stop gun owners from “having 
their gun at hand for self-defense,” 
said Burlew. 

“As long as the regulations are there 
and supported by the Department
